should end bis existence by a pistol shot. 
He had an invalid wife, but his domestic 
relation* were unusually happy, lie had 
all of this world s goods that any reasona­ 
ble man could ask for, his estate being 
unencumbered aud worth over a quarter 
ol a million. Ile dwelt in a marble front 
in a most fashionable part of Chicago, and 
his rooms were made brilliant by the rich­ 
ness 
of 
the 
fiuish 
and 
elegance 
of 
the 
furniture. 
Horses 
and 
carriages 
were 
at his 
command, and 
drivers did his bidding. 
With these sur­ 
roundings 
one 
would 
think 
Poor 
would 
have •

But there was an influence, a 
working power within him, the secret of 
which the world shall never know, that 
made him long to surrender the comforts 
of home and the pleasures of riches, for the 
realities of anoiher life. No doubt Poor 
bad become melancholy, but what were 
the circumstances which caused that un­ 
fortunate condition of mind, will never be 
revealed. 
In the letter which he address* 
ed to his family, he give no motive that 
led him to commit the deed, except 
that he had been thinking over the matter 
of life, death and eternity, and that he 
thought he might as well die.

mystery aud will always remain such.

Observation 
shows that the crime of self destruction is 
sol confined to the poor or the unfortu­ 
nate class.

Unless the farmers of Iowa, 
Nebraska, lvans&s, and certain portions ol 
Minuet* ta and Wisconsin, pay more atten­ 
tion lo the raising of trees, the time will 
come, and not many years hence, when 
the people will be destitute oi timber.

“Tree Planting Day.’* 
From the Lockport Daily Journal. 
The man has not lived in rain, 
who 
plants a good tree in the right place ; and 
the sentiment which prompted the tree- 
planting crganizitions at the west, and 
caused a day to be set apart tor a united, 
voluntary pub!ic effort in this behalf, is 
akin to that which set on foot our chant* 
hie and missionary societies. ‘‘Tree-plant­ 
ing day” is an institution that might be 
adopted in many portions of the Eastern 
and Middle States, with great advantage— 
at least until our agricultural lair grounds, 
school bouse lots, and other public places, 
are redeemed from the dreadful barrenness 
that now characterizes the most of them. 
The average country school house lot is 
about the most desolate spot in the whole 
town—as much worse than a sheep pasture 
as tnat is less neglected than the old ceme­ 
teries. A single day a work a few years 
ago, by half a dozen men in the district, 
followed up by a tew hours only of the 
supervision and care that they give to their 
barn yards, would have made the children 
a gratt-l ul play-ground, and have added 
many fold to the town’s appearance ut 
thrift and reputation for beauty. 
The average fair ground, too, is a bar - 
ren field, where the crowds swelter la the 
hot September sun, and which stands a 
perpetual eyesore through all the rest ct 
the year. It could be made, with little 
trouble and expense, a landscape garden, 
tor the display of rare and beautiful trees 
and shrubs. Invite the neighboring nur­ 
serymen to contribute specimens of their 
evergreens and ornamental trees. Or let 
the members agree to contribute a choice 
' tree each, and meet on a given day to set 
them cut, under competent supervision 
The monotony of the common maple and 
coarser evergreens would be avoided by 
this fnenJly rivalry, and the barren ground 
be made a tree-garden for the delight and 
education of the people. Try it good 
friends 
Our older country villages often need 
tree trimming societies more than trecp Isnt- 
log ones. The planting of thirty or fifty 
years ago was too thick, and the branches 
grow too low, to get a symmetrical growth; 
and thinning out and trimming up is the 
work most neglected. But on many new 
street* a little forethought and organized 
effort would often secure elms, ashes, bass­ 
woods, walnuts, or even tulip trees, in 
place of the uniform and easily got maples 
Most men select a tree with less thought 
than they give to their cabbage-plants. It 
is one ot those growths that should be 
Viewed with “the minds eye.” A tree it a 
thine of a hundred years, and should not 
be ruthlessly cut down cor thoughtlessly 
planted. 
Along the public highways everywhere 
there is (till ample field for public spirit 
and private enterprise to exert itself in 
tree-planting. Where the cattle law is en 
forced, apple, cherry and other fruit trees 
may be profitably set. There is no reason 
why the space each side of the narrow 
wagon track in our four-rod country roads 
should not be both utilized and beautified. 
If it served no other purpose, it would de­ 
crease the amount of dirt which the path- 
master of the period scrapes Into the track 
to make mud and dirt of, under the stupid 
old notion that be is “mending” the road ! 
The draiia which all trees with down- 
growing roots made upon the soil, is so 
light that the crops in adjacent fields won’t 
suffer half so much as they would from 
fence-corners full of weeds. 
A rural 
neighborhood where all the farm houses 
Are, the fences in good order, and the roads 
bordered with trees, gains a reputation for 
l!lriV *od 
Adds to the value of 
the .arms many times the cost of the im­ 
provement. And as it is the things that 
have no market value that really “pay” 
best in this world, the pleasure of living in 
*uch a neighborhood ii chiefest among the 
compensations. For it Is as true of a tree 
aa of a woman, or a work of art. that 
“beauty is its own excuse for being.’’ 


How to Act in Case of Fire. 
American Builder. 
Better than all elaborate and costly ap­ 
paratus for extinguishing fires are constant 
care and watchtulness, and quick intelli­ 
gent action on the part of those who Aret 
discover a fire in progress. The fire which 
at its beginning could be smothered with a 
pocket handkerchief, .or dashed out with a 
bucket of water, neglected a few moments 
lays in waste millions of dollars’ worth of 
property, 
lf there is any time In which a 
person should be cool aud calm, in perfect 
command of himself, it is when he discov­ 
ers a fire that threatens the destruction of 
life and property. 
The first thing to do is 
to learn precisely where it is, the second, to 
consider the chances of extinguishing it. 
Of course in cines, an alarm should at 
once be sent out, but at the same time a 
vigorous effort should be made to put out 
the fire with the means at hand; for some­ 
time what the fire engine is unable to ac­ 
complish when it roaches the scene can be 
done by one or two persons who act 
promptly before the flames have had time 
lo gain headway. 
First, then, do not be alarmed on account 
of amoke. Frequently there is a great deal 
of smoke before the fire has made much 
progress 
Remember! that one can parn 
through smoke by keeping his head near 
the floor, or by enveloping it in ft wet 
woolen 
cloth. On entering

single 
banded, keep the door closed behind, if 
possible 
A pail of water and a tin dipper, 
in the hands of a resolute person, can be 
made to work a miracle at the beginning. 
If the fire has progressed too tar to admit 
of this course, and it is necessary to depend 
entirely on outside help, then see to it that 
every door and window is closed. By so 
doing, where there is a fire-engine in the 
neighborhood, it will often be possible to 
confine the fire to one room. Every person 
who stops at a botel should take special 
pains btlore retiring to note the location 
of the stairways, so that in cace of an alarm 
he can find his way out, even though the 
halls are filled with smoke. Never leave a 
room where there Is aa alarm of fire with­ 
out first securing a wet towel, or, it possi­ 
ble a wet sponge or piece of woolen cloth 
through which lo breathe. It escape by 
the stairs is cut off, seek aa outside win­ 
dow, and stay there till help comes. Above 
all things be cool and keep your wits about 
you. When a lady's dress takes fire, let 
her fall on the floor at once, and call for 
help, rn the meantime reaching for some 
rug or woolen cloth with which to smother 
the flames. There is nothing new in this 
advice. It has been repeated in one form 
or another hundreds of times, but it will 
bear repeating thousands of times.

They have made 
marked improvement even during the 
brief six weeks or so in which Mr. D. D. 
Bennett has acted as their director, and 
with their eleven pieces last night, cave 
some renderings as finely ai any band in 
the State could have done. Mr. Bennett’s 
elegant baton, which was given him as a 
testimonial from musical friends, not only 
showed off to good advantage as 1(6 gold 
mountings glittered rn the gas-light, but it 
did good service, and in the hands of its 
owner was made to direct the lights and 
shades of the renderings admirably. The 
pieces were not merely dragged through 
but were played with an expression which 
Is the most marked indication of the band’s 
improvement. 
In three pieces particularly did the band 
•how themselves capable of handling a 
high order of music. These were the Corn­ 
et Polka, by Arban, in which Mr. 8. Kent 
was accompanied by the band; a selection 
lrom the "Barber of Seville,’' and an over­ 
ture, M Will of the Wisp.” 
In all of these* 
and particularly the last named, the band 
showed that they were not merely content 
with an accurate and timely following of 
the notes, but wero determined to catch 
and to express that true music which iu- j 
spirea the soul of the composer, And of 
which the bare notes are but a faint indi­ 
cation. Considering that (heir leader, Mr. 
Bennett, has drilled them but a short time 
OO these, their rendition was somewhat re 
markable, aud fairly captured those of their 
musical auditors who are suffi iently culti 
vated to truly appreciate them. The band 
may feel proud of the rendition of these 
pieces, and particular^ of the “ WM I of the 
Wisp.” 
The programme contained other aurar 
tl?e features. Mr. George Horn gave as u 
violin solo “ The Mocking Bint,” be.ng ac­ 
companied by Master Will ie Bum hoi/., 
who is a pianist of only ten years of age, 
and who handles the keys well. The vio­ 
lin solo was of ordinary merit. 
Mrs. St. John abd Mrs. Moseley sang a 
duet. It did not meet fully the expecta­ 
tions of the audience, built is dimple jus­ 
tice to state that j ult before appearing on 
the stage, they discovered thxt one of the 
copies of the song which they were to ren­ 
der, was missing. It was therefore neces­ 
sary to hastily select another, and they did 
so, the substitute being one which they 
had not carefully rehearsed, and

Considering the circumstances, the duet 
was fairly rendered, though many of the 
audience, not knowiog the facts were some­ 
what disappointed. 
Both ladies however, 
did themselves justice later in the evening, 
when Mrs. Moseley sang 
a solo “ Tutu 
Everywhere,” in which her contralto voice 
was fairly displayed. 
Mrs. bt. John sang 
a solo, a difficult one, it being an aria from 
Mignon, which honestly earned for her a 
hearty encore, which she responded to by 
a simple ballad. 
Mr. Charles H. Patterson, who always 
catches the crowd, with his character 
songs, gave a laughable Dutch impersona­ 
tion, and {also an equally laughable Irish 
one. 
Prof. C- G. Titcomb, whose merits as a 
pianist are well known, handled the keys 
and pedals with accustomed skill. 
The entertainment as a whole was 
worthy of the liberal,'patronage it received.
